Dear Islamic brothers! Did you see that our blessed Prophet 
JL&s^b^sfeJfcSi&i j*- was so benevolent towards the Imam of Ahl-e- 
Sunnah, A'la Hadrat ^JfcSjuiaS? that he JL^h^JU5&i>i J^ would 
call our A'la Hadrat «sfe J^ j& i&& from Bareilly to Madinah 
without any apparent means of transportation. Not only A'la 
Hadrat ^ju^tl^, but his son Mufti-e-A'zam Hind Maulana 
Mustafa Raza Khan *&■ jus &\ k?-* was also blessed with similar 
privilege. Therefore, one of the Murid (spiritual disciple) of 
Mufti-e-A'zam Hind, who is also a responsible worker of Dawat- 
e-Islami, mailed me a photocopy of a letter from Nagpur Sharif 
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India which contained the following account from a Muballigh 
of Dawat-e-Islami: 

In 1409 A.H. my parents, elder brother and his wife got 
the privilege of performing Hajj. They beheld two very 
faith-refreshing scenes in Madina-e-Munawwarah: 

1. My respected father saw that Mufti- e-A'zam Hind, with 
his face as bright as the Moon and a turban on his head, 
was present along with his Madani caravan near the 
blessed shrine of the Holy Prophet JUs^WfcJb&iii^. It was 
very amazing to see Mufti- e-A'zam Hind «sfc JusjMls^ eight 
years after his demise. (My father goes onto say that) in 
the state of amazement & happiness, he went to look for 
his elder son to inform him about it. When he met his 
son, he discovered that the son was also in search of the 
father because he had also watched that blessed scene. 
When both father and son went together to the same place, 
Muftl-e-A'zam Hind «& ju^tic^, along with the Madani 
caravan had left. 

2. Relating the second event, my father says: I saw a tall and 
strong young man at the blessed court of the Holy Prophet 
J^Vs^Jt^si j*. He was beseeching whilst standing towards 
the blessed feet of the Exalted Prophet JUs *te $sfe Jfctf *&i J4», 
All of a sudden he collapsed and fell dead. A lot of people 
gathered around the fortunate deceased young man. The 
Muslims present over there began to envy the faith- 
refreshing demise of this young man in their own different
